It was a pMMect summer day, 
and after lunch the Queen wes 
free of official events. The Duke 
of Edinburgh joined the children 
in the grounds of Buckingham 
Palace but despite her afternoon 
off the Queen had to go to her 
dressing-room and don full ev- 
ening dress, including jewellery. 

“Her Majesty has a _ sitting. 
What a pity on a day like this,” 
said a lady-in-waiting. “But to 
the artist who eagerly awaited 
her in the Yellow.Drawing Room 
the Queen gave no hint of her 
regret at deserting the garden. 

For nearly an hour she sat 
motionless, maintaining a diffi- 
cult pose with but. two brief 
respites. Instinctively she knew 
when to chat to afford the artist 
relaxation ... and when to sit 
completely silent and still while 
the painter worked in deep ab- 
sorption. 

A week seldom passes, indeed, 
but that the Queen quietly takes

James 
worked for months with 
the Coronation robes draped on 
a dummy; and Annigoni bor- 
rowed an «ld plaster model 
mamed Rosie which happened 
to have almost the exact pro- 
rtions of the Queen. When 
ce Charles and Princess 
Anne were shown into the room, 
they almost ignored their mo- 
ther’s picture but were delight- 
@d to shake Rosie’s hand. 

Then there was the. charming 
sidelight on royal. portraiture 
when Ulrica Forbes was execu- 
ting a crayon portrait of. Prin- 
cess Anne. When the drawing 
was half-finished, the little gir] 
asked, “May I seé?” 

“Not yet, Anne,” said Miss 
Forbes. “Wait until it is finish- 
ed.” The Princess never asked 
again until the artist offered to 
show her. The Queen, too, often 
walks over to examine the pro- 
gress of a portrait after a sit- 
ting. But she never makes a 
comment, 

Douglas Chandor, America’s 
highest paid portrait painter, 
arranged a mirror so that the 
Queen could watch his work. 
When he made a false brush 
atroke, he knew that the Queen 
knew. But he found that no sit- 
ter could be more helpful. 

Simon Elwes, that most emin- 
ent of portraitists, also knows 
of the Queen’s deep considera- 
tion. After falling ill with par- 
alysis, he struggled along the 
high road of recovery and was 
commissioned to paint. the 
Queen's portrait. But the Queen 
insisted on departing from pre- 
cedent and visited him in his 
studio in St. John’s Wood for 

sittings. - 

It was a tribute to his won- 
derful struggle. 
affected his painting hand so 
that he knew he could never 
paint with it again. Yet this was 
a battle that had to -be fought. 
Elwes tranferred his brush to 
his left hand and ultimately 
won with it the mastery he had 
enjoyed with his right.

Cecil 
Beaton took no feWer than sev- 
enty pictures of Prince Charles 
to secure seven which he con- 
sidered . suitable for submission 
to the Queen. 

On one occasion, when he had 
spent over three hours photo- 
graphing the Queen Mother, he 
was rebuked by a Palace super- 
intendent. “Do you realize a 
man from the Office of Works 
has been in the next room for 
four days? He’s been waiting to 
see Her Majesty for two minutes 
about the colour of the walls 
to be repainted in the Throne 
Room.” 

In the days of King George 
V, no photographer was allowed 
to take pictures for. more than 
twenty minutes. Press photogra-

Jupiter’s ‘Pimples’ 
Puts Scientists 
On The Spot 


Messages from Mars? Now 
astronomers are wondering 
whether Jupiter, the largest and 
most massive planet of our solar 
system, is also signalling to us! 

This question has cropped up 
following a report by Dr. B. F. 
Burk, of the Carnegie Institute, 
Washington, D.C., who says he 
says picked up radio waves 
from Jupiter every three days 
for a month. Australian astro- 


nomers have made similar re- 
ports. 
Four Moons 
Jupiter is 317 times larger 


than the earth and ‘scientists 
have estimated that its atmo- 
sphere has a depth of 6,000 
miles. But it has never before 
been authoritatively suggested 
that this amazing planet may be 
inhabited, 

It created a stir among astron- 
omers in 1927 when an eruption 
of luminous gases on the planet 
was seen from the summit of 
the Jungfrau, in the Swiss Alps. 

It was then reported that the 
oval marking on Jupiter known 
as eae Great Red Spot—which 
has n astronomical mys- 
aes: sineé it was first observed 
in 1664—was increasing in in- 
tensity. Sometimes the spot 
fades away altogether, but it 
always returns. 

Minimum distance of Jupiter 
from the earth is 462 million 
miles. Before clocks were as re- 
liable as. they are now, eclipses 
on Jupiter’s four moons gave 
scientists practically the only 
reliable method of determining 
longitude. 

An effort ‘was once made to 
use them in navigation for the 
same purpose, but failed. 

Scientists say it will be mil- 
lions of years before Jupiter be- 
comes as solid as ur earth. 
Some think it is in a semi-liquid 
state and that its temperature is 
so high that life as we know it 
could not exist there. 

Others say that as Jupiter is 
483,900,000 miles from the Sun, 
compared with our 93,000,000, it 
must be so cold there that a 
crust of ice many miles thick 
surrounds its molten kernel. 

Whatever the truth of all 
these theories, the outstanding 
mystery, remains: what caused 
the radio waves which are puz- 
zling the astronomers? 


Another Blunder 
Of U.S. Diplomacy 


More and more it is obvious 
that the Outer Mongolia squab- 
ble in the United Nations was a 
neatly prepared Soviet trap. 
We blundered into that trap— 
or, rather, permitted ourselves 
to be led into it by Chiang Kai- 
shek.

For now 
Russia will be in a position to 
insist that Japanese member- 
ship in the UN be made contin- 
gent upon the seating of Com- 


munist China, whereas previ- 
ously the two issues were not 
linked. Furthermore, the great 
revu! of most UN members 
over ang’s behavior will 
make. i| very difficult if not im- 
possille to obtain a separate 


séat for Formosa. 

All this means that the United 
States is more than ever over 
a barrel. It will be understand, 
able in the circumstances if the 
Japanese fee] that, they must. 
warm up to Moscow and Pei- 
ping, no matter how anti-Com- 
munist their. orientation. Al- 
ready the Socialists are crying 
for the sealp of the pro-Ameri- 
can Foreign Minister, Mamoru 
Shigemitsu, for failure to obtain 
UN membership. For Russia has 
clearly. bested the United States 
in a matter of diplomacy, and 


\. there is a real crisis for Ameri- 


can prestige in Japan. Yet Rus- 
sia did not push us into the trap. 
We stumbled in under our own 
power. Washington Post

Murder at Large 
—A Perfect Crime 


It was the evening of Janu- 
ary 19th, 1931, and it was freez- 
ing fast. In fact, it was one of 
the coldest nights of that winter 
in England. But in the smoke- 
laden club-room beyond the 
bar of the North John Street 
pub in Liverpool conditions 
were warm and comfortable. 

This little room was the head- 
quarters of the local chess club, 
and that very evening there 
was to be a_ championship 
match. Unfortunately, the start 
was being delayed. One of the 
players, respectable insurance 
agent William Wallace, had not 
arrived. 

Chess enthusiasts stood about 
talking, waiting impatiently. 
Then, suddenly, the shrill ring- 
ing of the telephone bell cut 
through the babble of conversa- 
tion. 

The call was for William 
Wallace. The barmaid took the 
message. The caller was a “Mr. 
R. M. Qualtrough.” It was his 
daughter’s birthday, he said, 
and he intended taking out in- 
surance in her favour. Would 
she ask Mr. Wallace to call 
around the following night to 
25, Menlove Gardens, East? 


It was not until fiften min- 
utes later that Wallace arrived 
to.receive his message and play 
his game of chess. The mes- 
sage was s00% forgotten by: the 
spectators as he sat down to do 
battle over the chess board. 
Wallace won, appeared delight- 
ed, and went home happy. 

So began one of the most 
baffling crimes in British his- 
tory, a crime in which the kill- 
er is still at large.-It is unique 
in the fact. that a man was con- 
victed of the murder, then 
found not guilty because the 
evidence had been too scanty. 

It was not until the evening 
after the chess match at the 
North John Street public house 
that the importance of that 
telephone call came to light. As 


was to be expected, that night 


the 6 ft. tall, timid - looking 
William Wallace set out at 6.45 
to find Mr. Qualtrough at 25, 
Menlove Gardens, East. 

After many tram journeys, he 
could not find the address. He 
was seen by several people 
wandering through Menlove 
Gardens, North, South and 
‘West. THERE WAS, IN FACT, 
NO  MENLOVE GARDENS, 
EAST. 

Policemen, shop-keepers, and 
others told him they had never 
heard of any Mr. Qualtrough. 
Plainly the timid Mr. Wallace 
had been hoaxed — but why? 

Finding his journey fruitless, 
the insurance agent returned 
home at 8.45. 

His wife was stretched out 
on the floor. She had been 
pounded to death ruthlessly by 
a weapon that was subsequently 
never found. 

‘Wallace did not lose his head. 

To the police he was the only 
possible suspect. They did not 
believe his story, but he showed 


no emotion when finally they 
charged him with ‘his wife's 
murder, 

The evidence was, of course, 
purely circumstantial. But the 
prosecution's case was quite: 
good. 

According to the prosecution, 
it was Wallace who had made 


the hoax call to the pubhc 
house in order to provide him- 
self with an alibi for the fol- 
lowing evening, This was back- 
ed up by the fact that the cal! 
had been made in a street-cor- 
ner kiosk only four hundred 
yards from Wallace's house. 

The distance from the tele- 
phone box to the public house 
in North John Street took about 
fifteen minutes to walk — the 
exact time after the message 
that Wallace had arrived 

The prosecution conjured up 
a picture of the tall man arriv- 
ing home that evening with

murder # mind. He had strip-

ped naked — to preyent. blood 
splashes on his clo ~— slip- 
ped into the parlour, and called 
his wife from its darkness. Then 
he had beaten her to death. 


Next he went upstairs for a 
bath, and then out clean and 
stainless to make a great show 
of looking for a man who did 
not exist. On his return he 
had put on another great act of 
finding the body. 

The murder weapon, fe pro- 
secution claimed, had been 
thrown away in the search for 
Menlove Gardens, East. It was 
never found, but certainly 
there was a charwoman pre- 
pared to swear that there had 
been a long iron rod in the par- 
lour, which was not to be found 


. after Mrs. Wallace’s death. 


It was quite a good case, BUT 
THE SAME FACTS PROVID- 
ED AN EQUALLY GOOD CASE 
FOR THE DEFENCE. 

First, the hoax phone call. 
Would Wallace have been fool- 
ish enough to have made that 
call from within a quarter of a 
mile of his own house, they ar- 
gued? Surely he would have 
realized the danger of neigh- 
bours seeing him? More likely, 
the defence said, the real mur- 
derer had used the booth to 
throw suspicion on Wallace. 

The barmaid in the public 
house certainly testified that the 
voice which gave the message 
had been unfamiliar to her, and 
she had ‘known Wallace for 
some time. 


Aceording to the defence 
there was a reasonable. possibili- 
ty fif®t.Julia Wallace was still 
alive when i®fhusband left the 
house. -Only a quarters of an 
hour earlier, a milk boy had 
talked with her on the door- 
step. Could Wallace have killed 
his wife, bathed, dressed and 
walked away in ten minutes? 

Then, perhaps, most import- 
ant of all: what motive had 
William Wallace for killing -his 
wife? Neighbours testified that 
he and Julia: had always seem- 
ed perfectly happy, so it could 


not have been hatred of her. 


Another woman perhaps? No. 
Wallace had been faithful at 
that time and always. He was 
that sort of man. 

It could not, surely, have been 
robbery, Would he have mur- 
dered her for the few paltry 
pounds to be had from her in- 
surance policy? 

So it seemed that Williarn 
Wallace had nothing to expect 
from his wife’s death but lone- 
liness. 
eHowever, a jury of ten, men 
and two women seemed to think 
he had. After only one hour out 
of court, they brought in a ver- 
dict of guilty and Wallace war 
sentenced to death. 

But their verdict did not 
stand for long. Soon afterWards 
the Court of Criminal Appeal 
quashed the conviction of mur- 
der on the grounds that the 
jury's verdict had been unrea- 
sonable and based on insufficient 
evidence, It was the first time 
in British legal history 
such a thing had. ever happen 
ed

Brides Worth aS 
Weight In 
Halfpennies! 


Two thousand Italian girls 
travel to Britain every year to 
work and save money for their 
dowries, it was revealed recent- 
ly. It’s still the custom in Italy 
for every bride to bring a dowry 
with her on her wedding day, 
so when a girl’s family is poor 
she has to earn the money. 

Average amount of a dowry 
is $300. One slim, dark-haired 
Italian beauty earned this money 
by sewing red stripes on post- 
men’s trousers in Norfolk. She 
did this work during the day 
and then worked in the evening 
making pretty things for her 
trousseau. 

Another Italian girl saved 
$300 by getting a job as a man- 
nequin in a provincial store. Her 
sister—they were engaged to 
twin brothers in Rome—got her 
dowry money in six months by 
teaching Italian in London. 

The dowry custom is. slowly 
dying all over the world, but it 
still lingers, not only in Italy, 
France and some parts of Ger- 
many but also in Russia. In 
rural areas of Eire farmer-fa- 
thers sometimes give a dowry of 
rect and pigs with their daugh- 

rs. : 

Dowries were once quite com- 
mon in Britain. Eighteenth-cen- 
tury husbands delighted to. tell 
the world about the fortunes 
they had obtained with their 
wives. 

A newspaper advertisement 
of 1781 runs: “Married, the Rev. 
Mr. Roger Waina, of York, about 
twenty-six years of age, to a 
Lincolnshire lady upwards of 
eighty with whom he is to have 
£8,000 in money, £300 per an- 
num and a coach and four dur- 
ing life only.” How long this 
unequal pair enjoyed married 
bliss is not recorded. 

Then there was the eccentric 
London tradesman who in 1770 
disposed of his eleven not-very- 
pretty daughters in marriage by 
offering novel dowries — the 
weight of each girl in halfpen- 
nies, 

He paid out £50 2s. 8d. for the 
dightest girl, which suggests they 
were all rather weighty. Alto- 
=’ the dowries cost him 


Yet another amazing dowry 
was 100,000 farthings which went 
to a poor young man who mar- 
ried the lovely daughter of a 
well-to-do draper. 

Farthings were frequently 
given with change to customers 
in those days, so as he handed 
over the coins the draper always 
said; “If you don’t want them, 
please put them in my daugh- 
ter’s wedding dowry chest’ — 
a box which stood on the coun- 
ter 

Farthings fascinated the dra- 
per so much that after the wed- 
ding he showered his daughter - 
and her husband with 200 newly, 
minted farthings as they left the 
church. Wedding guests and 
onlookers scrambled eagerly for 
this copper “confetti.” 

A certain west country bach- 
elor noted the frequent failure 
of ugly girls to get husbands, so 
he left a sum of money to pro- 
vide three dowries of £10 each, 
to three girls “who are ill-fa- 
voured of face,”

tiny Hungarian village, even 
black snow has fallen, to the 
disgust of the inhabitants.

reau with e startling news 
that where he lived it was hail- 
ing coal. A brisk wind was 
carrying up coaldust from the 
mining area and shedding it on 
the residential quarters. 

Some freak hailstorms are re- 
markable for the size or shape 
of the stones, as in South’ Africa, 
which can quote other surprises,

This Queen Must 
Commit Suicide 


The’ world’s. strangest queen, 
the Rain Queen of Africa, will 
end her forty-year reign this 
year by committing suicide. 

Eighty-five-year-old Modjadji 
III rules over more than 10,000,- 
000 Bantu in Southern Africa, 
but only in matters pertaining 
to rain, 

More than 1,000 of her sub- 


jects visit her every month, 
bringing .gifts of cattle and 
sheep, diamonds, gold and 


money; when there is a drought 
the volume of visitors might 
swell to 10,000 or more a month, 
each bringing a gift so that the 
Rain Queen may pacify the rain 
gods and cause it to rain. 

The Rain Queen never leaves 
her palace, which is in the north- 
eastern Transvaal, near Tzaneén. 
When King George VI and the 
Royal family passed through her 
territory in 1947 she ‘sent the 
King a message requesting him 
to come to see her as she was 
unable to leave her own palace. 
The King made a special] detour 
to do so. 

Modjadji will make no ordin- 
ary abdication; héwever. She 
must take poison so tha. she can 
make way for her successor, her 
forty-year-old’ daughter, Mod- 
jadji IV. A special tasteless 
poison is prepared for her by 
witchdoctors and Iieft in her 
bedroom. 

Aihen she is dead her body 
is wrapped in a black ox hide 


and sealed in a vault for exactly - 


one year, at the end of which 
the new Rain Queen and her 
jadies -in - waiting collect dew 
in a container and sprinkle it on 
the body, which is then com- 
mitted to the Blyde River. 

The first Rain Queen was ap- 
pointed in 185° by the Rain King 
after his two sons fought a duel 
to decide who would be Rain 
King.

Toward the end of the sum- 
mer, a five-year-old New Jer- 
sey child began to complain of 
stomach pains, He seemed tired, 
listless and unhappy. 

“Ought to take him to a doc- 
tor,” the boy’s father said. 

His mother agreed, but add- 
ed, “Let’4 wait. He'll have a 
medical examination before he 
starts kindergarten.” 

A few weeks later the child, 
along with other kindergarten- 
ers, was examined. “Nothing 
the matter,” the doctor report- 
€d. “Just.see that he has plenty 
of fresh air, rést and affection. 
Don’t give him any sweete-be- 
tween meals. He’ll be all right.” 

The parents paid little atten- 
tion after that to the boy’s con- 
stant whining, his stomach up- 
sets and listlessness. Not uh- 
til two years later did they fin- 
ally take him to the family doc. 
tor. There they hear a frighten- 
ing diagnosis; cancer of the 
stomach! 

Fortunately the cancer could 
still be treated successfully, but 
the parents looked back bitterly 
on all the time their son had 


. local rules or 


had to suffer pain and. unde- . 


served scoldings. 

Too late, 
happy. parents are realizing the 
shocking truth about school 
medical examinations, Medical 
and educational authorities con- 
demn the situation as a national 
disgrace. ‘ 

Though we are spending $30,. 
000,000 a year for school exam- 
inations, conservative medical 
estimates indicate that only. one 
pupil in 15 gets an adequate 
examination during his entire 
school career. 

The basic trouble is this: 
what has been passing for a 
school medical examination isn’t 
one at all, 

In thousands of .schools 
ther doctors nor medically 
trained personnel administer 
the tests. Instead, the principal, 
a teacher, or even an older 
pupil, officiates. 

The children line up, 
steps forward, the tester says, 
“Say ah.” and peers into the 
throat. A crude whisper test for 
hearing and the good, but very 
limited, Snellen

test for vision 
complete the “physical check- 
up,” Yet on the strength of this 
almost meaningless examina 
tion, the parents receive a re 
port that, physically, all is well 


with their child. 

Or suppose the examination 
is made by a doctor -- probably 
by an overworked public health 
officer or a private physician 
taking needed time away from 
his own practice to do this work 
for a pittance. The chances are 
that the children go through an 
assembly line processing which 
is little different in its results. 
One doctor remarked in disgust 
“How can you call glancing 
over 40 kids in a morning ses- 
sion giving medicals?” 

The AMA states: “The physi- 
clan «an perform a good screen- 
ing examination and counsel 
with the child and his parents 
at the rate of four or five per 


thousands of un- ° 


hour; providing certain screen- 
ing tests that can be perform. 
ed by a nurse or teacher have 
been completed earlier.” Yet, 
of 600 medical societies answer- 
ing a nationwide AMA ques- 
tionaire, less than one third de- 
voted 15 or more minutes to an 
examination in the schools; 163 
admitted spending five to nine 
minutes» 89 as little as one to 
four minutes! 


In addition, the AMA says 
the child should be checked for 
height and weight and ques- 
tioned for complaints suggestive 
of illness. He should be given 
special vision tests, a hearing 
test with an audiometer, a den- 
tal.examination by a dentist or 
dental hygienist, a tuberculin 
test, and a chest X ray. 


The majority of school exam. 
inations are conducted right in. 
the schoolroom, where there is 
no privacy. The result is that 
the doctor fails to spot troubles 
that can only be revealed when 
the child removes most of. his 
clothing. It has been estimated 
that only eight per cent of the 
pupils strip for examination. In 
fact, many cities actually have 
customs which 
prohibit the removal of cloth- 
ing for a school medical exam- 
ination. . 

No wonder doctors miss com- 
pletely cases like that of a girl 
who had a spinal deformation 
Veet, was concealed by her 
clothe? oe of the boy who had 
a hernia that Would have been 
seen had he stripped. 

Chest XX ray examination 
should be part of adequate 
diagnosis, but it is cloubtful that 
one student in 20 routinely gets 
one. When parents of a first- 
grader in an eastern suburban 
community had her X-rayed by 
a private physician, it was 
fouhd that she had TB. The en- 
tire class was the X-rayed and 
three others were &lso found to 
have tuberculosis. Moreover, so 
did the young teacher; who was 


identified as the source of in- 
fection. 
Millions of school children 


are still given hearing tests by 


_the crudest methods, when we 


have available an excellent de- 
vice for testing hearing, the 
audiometer. Millions more get 
only a simple test of their vis. 
ual acuity, in spite of the fact 
that we have modern machines 
that provide tests of all phases 
of vision. : 

But. do we need physical: ex- 
aminations in the schools at all? 
Can't the whole thing be done 
by private physicians to whom 
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parents might take their chil- 
dren? Medical authorities say 
“No!” mainly because most par- 
ents would not take the time 
and and trouble to do so. The 
plain fact, as stated by the Sec- 
ond National Conference of 
Physicians and Schools, is. that, 
on all economic levels, “It is 
uncommon for children who 
seem healthy to be taken to the 
doctor. after their second year . | 
of life.” 

The need for school examina 
tions has been drggnatically 
proven by cases where the ex- 


aminations have been thorough... | 


When the Board of Education 
of Shrewsbury, Massachusetts, 
had the entire student body of 


1.575 take special vision tests, 
there were 307 failures. Inci- 
dentally. only 132. of these 


would. have been discovered by

The state of Pen xsylvania ‘in- 
stituted a program of thorough

Abandon the force of annual 
examinations. The AMA be- 
lieves that four thorough ex- 
aminations, given at regular in- 
tervals, the first before the 
child starts kindergarten, will 
reveal health difficulties. 

In a special study in Roches- 
ter, New York, where three 
such examinations are given, it 
was found that during the year 
following the admission exam- 
ination only one child out of 
997 had developed a_ serious 
condition which had not been 
and could not have been ob- 
served by the teacher. 

Organize community forces. 
Perhaps the best way to do this 
is-to follow the example of com- 
munities like Bronxville, New 
York, Here standards are set, 
and a watchful eye kept on 


school health problems by ac-. 


tive health committees which 
include not only the official 
School physicians and _ school 
nurses, but the school princi- 
pals, five general practitioners, 
five pediatricians, and several 
representatives of the PTA. 


Have parents present at ex- 
aminations. In the first place, 
says the AMA, this increases 
the likelihood that the exam- 
ination will be complete; if it 
is incomplete, the parents will 
at least not receive the false im- 
pression that it was. 


Also, parents can give vital 
information that will often not 
turn up in examination. If 
Elizabeth, New Jersey, a par- 
ent told the examining physi- 
cian that her child sometimes 
lacked bladder control. Acting 
on this information, the doctor 
ordered: tests, which revealed 
diabetes. 


Provide adequate facilities. 


All schools where examinations - 
are to be made should have 


rooms which ihsure — privacy. 
Chiidrem should not be embar- 
rassed by having possible ail- 
ments brought to the attention 
of their classmates. 

Give examining doctors more 
help. That means; in the first 
place, teachers better trained in 
medical matters. Too many 
schools ‘expect teachers to play 
some part in observing the phy- 
sical condition of children, yet 
do not,give them any sort of 
training that would help them 
spot ailments. 

Scores of communities have 
used volunteer helpers with 
gratifying results. In Phoenix, 
Arizona, parents learned to use 
the audiometer and tackled the 
giving of hearing examinations 
in teams. One mother operated 
the machine, another took the 
readings and a third sheperded 
the children. 

-All this may take time, for 
sweeping changes cannot be 
made overnight. While —your 
community is working toward 
decent medical examinations 
for its children, you owe. your 
own children the protection of 
a proper examination by the 
family physician at least once 
every three years. 

We live in times of great 
medical achievments. Yet, won. 
derful as they are, we can make 
an equal contribution to the 
health of America’s children by 
wiping out the scandal of our 
inadequate school medital ex- 
aminations.

Africa is three times the size 
of the United States and is in- 
habited by 200 millions of peo- 
ple who speak at least seven 
hundred different languages. 
The principal characteristics of 
the contineht are: immense saa 
compact shape, a very s#epular 
coastline, and scarcity of navi- 


gable rivers. Five thousand 
miles long from north to south, 
four thousand five hundred 
miles wide from east to west, 
Africa has room within its 
coasts to acdOmmodate' the 
United States, Australia, and 


India; and this would still leave 
room for France, Spain, Italy, 
England, and a number of other 
European countries! 


Generally speaking; Africa is 
a great plateau whose average 
height abové sea level is about 
2,000 feet. It has a smaller pro- 
portion of low-lying lands than 
any other continent. The escape- 
ment, or edge of the plateau, 
does not reach the seacoast but . 
is divided from the sea by a 
strip of lowland which varies 
greatly in width, being: narrow- 
est in Algeria and South Africa, 
and widest in Mauretania and 
Somaliland. 


No matter where the traveler 
lands in Africa, his progress in- 
to the interior of the country 
will always be barred by this 
escarpment. Trains must labori- 
ously ascend it in zigzag grades, 
and vessels that attempt to sail 
up any of Africa’s rivers sooner 
or later find their passage . 
blocked either by rapids or by 
enormous waterfalls. This is the 
major cause of the delay in ex- 
ploration which resulted in Af- 
rica’s being known the world 
over as the Dark Continent. 


Although averaging 2,000 feet 
above sea level, the great con- 
tinental plateau of Africa is by 
no means level; and while there 
are no great. mountain ranges 
such as the Rockies or the 
Himalayas, there are a number 
of isolated masses of lofty 
mountains, some of which are 
snowcapped all the year round, 
such as the Atlas Mountains of 
Morocco and the famous Moun. 
tains of the Moon (Ruwenzori) 
in Central Equatorial Africa. 


~Some of the peaks of, Ethopia 
“are also snowcapped. The high- 


est of Africa’s mountains are 
Mount Kenya, 17,040 feet high, 
and Mount Kilimanjaro, whose 
summit looks very much like 
an inverted saucer fidating in 
the sky nearly 20,000 feet above 
the surrounding plain... 


The African plateau is also 
distinguished by several im- 
mense basins in which the 


drainage is toward the interior 
rather than toward the sea. The 
Sahara itself is such a .basin, 
north of the equator, while ‘the 
Kalahari Desert is another but 
smaller one in the south. It has 
been estimated that about half 
of Africa is. made up of such 
internal depressions, drained of 
undrained, among which are 
swamp and Jake regions as well 
as desert basins. - From “Intro.

Potatoes should not be used 
immediately after they are re- 
moved from storage conditions. 
If stored at a low*température, a 
high proportion of the carbo- 
hydrates in the tuber are con- 
verted to the form of sugars. 
Potatoes in this condition are 
inclined to be sweet and always 
watery when cooked. Potatoes 
should be removed from storage 
ahd kept in a warm place at 
temperatures of 70 to 80 degrees 
Fahrenheit for a week or ten 
days before they are prepared 
for the table. This higher tem- 
perature will cause the sugars 
to ¢hange into starches. When 
cooked they’ wil be white and 
floury and appealing to the sight 
as well as to the taste.

According tothe experts caus- 
es of cannibalism in the poultry 
flock are often obscure; the cure 
for such a condition is unknown. 


When an outbreak occurs pre- 
ventive action must be taken at 
once. All affected birds should 
be removed from the flock, and 
if possible, other birds showing 
a strong tendenc wards pick- 
ing should alse removed, 
Anything that might possibly 
contribute fo the condition such 
as poor nests, insufficient hopper 
space, etc., should be corrected. 

= * * 

Outbreaks are frequently at- 
tributed to overcrowding, Jack 
of feeder space, -high tempera- 
ture, insufficient and improper- 
ly constructed nests and mal- 
‘nutrition. Though outbreaks may 
occur under such conditions in 
some flocks, otther flocks under 
similar conditions have been 
free of cannibalism. There is no 


adequate explanation for this 
behavior. 
In extensive feeding trials, 


cannibalism could rarely be_ re- 
lated to feed, feeding procedure 
or environment. This led to the 
assumption that dietary dificien- 
cies are rarely responsible for 


outbreaks.

At present, however, the one 
effective and sure way of pre- 
venting or controlling an out- 
break of cannibalism is to de- 
beak the birds, This is done by 
cuttting off about one-half the 
upper beak between the tip and 
the nostril. Debeaking may be 
done with a knife or shears but 
the electric debeaker is more 
efficient since it cuts and cauter- 
izes at the same time. If the 
birds are debeaked at housing, 
or just before coming into lay, 
further debeaking is usually not 
necessary during the laying 
year. However, this operation 
may be done at any time and 
generally does ‘not affect egg 
production. 


Older Britons 
Have It Easier 


As thé number of elderly fe oe 


people increases in Britain, so 
the range of service is extended 
to help them live normal lives 
j their own homes. 

The slogan “Age Is Opportu- 
nity” has been adopted byjhe 
National Old People’s Welfare 
Council, a summit comncil co- 
ordinating and promoting the 
work of local committees. 

In the past in Britain, as- in 
other countries, befriending the 
lonely and those unable to leave 
their homes was often left to 
personal acquaintances. Where 
the work is developed locally 
now, Old People’s Welfare Com- 
mittees and groups associated 
with them seek out those who 
would Like a friend or visitor. 
Five thousand ‘clubs cater for 
the social needs of elderly peo- 
ple. These people often have a 
special place in the housing 
schemes of local authorities. 

The National Old People’s 
Welfare Council coordinates ac- 
tivities of state and voluntary 
bodies. It holds national and 
international conferences . and 
organizes training schemes for 
workers. . 

It devises means of meeting 
new needs as. they arise. It acts 
as a center of information for 
on all subjects regarding the 
welfare of elderly people. 

Details of the many services 
to supplement those provided by 
the statutory authorities are 
listed in the council's quarterly 
bulletin, “Age Is Opportunity “ 
These range from friendly visit- 
ing to “meals on wheels,” clubs, 
laundry schemes, night watch- 
ers and “sitters-up.” 

Even in villages, where in 
theory everybody knows every-~ 
body else, thercouncil finds the 
needs of the elderly are some- 
times unkhown. or wunappre- 
ciated. The’suggestion that loca! 
committees appoint an “old 
people's friend” is working well 
in many rural areas

One of the tragedies of urban 
life is that the city dweller has 
so little access to the Farmers’ | 
Almanac. For nearly 140 con- 
secutive years this earthy jour- 


service for farm families, with 
enough philosophy, poetry, hu- 
mor, agriculture advice, recipes, 
homemaking hints, canning tips 
and fiscal facts in one annual 
issue to last all year. The 
original almanac cannot be 
bought ‘at newsstands, even in 
the farm regions, for its dis- 
tribution has been limited to 
local areas under the sponsor- 
ship of business or institutional 
organizations,.This probably has 
helped to preserve the old-time 
flavor of the publication. 

Of course, the almanac ‘s pub- 
lished principally to serve as & 
calendar (listing all the prin- 
cipal holy days of the Episcopal, 
Catholic, Hebrew and Greek 
churches) and as a weather fore- 
caster. For those who are mak- 
ing plans for Labor Day are 
warned well in advance. The al- 
manac predicts: “Windy weath- 
er. Mostly fair in central and 
western sections, but very 
windy. Tornado weather. Wind- 
storms in the Atlantic states.” 
For those \who expect to rise 
early that day—or to get home 
late from the night before—the 
sun’ will come ‘up at 5.24 a.m. 
and the day will be 13 hours 14 
minutes long. City-cwellers may 
look upon this information as 
purely incidental, but many of 
the older farmers ‘plan their 
lives according to hte almanac. 
They place more faith in pre- 
dictions made more than a year 
‘in ‘advance by the almanac 
than by the forecasts of meteor- 
ologists using the most ad- 
vanced equipment. 

The almanac even offers a 
rare public service by inform- 
ing its readers of their “lucky” 
and “unlucky” days during the 
year. For instance, a person 
born between March 20.’ and 
April 20 is urged to make im- 
portant transactions on Thurs- 
days. He is cautioned to stay in 
the house on Mondays, howeyer, 
for they are his “unlucky” days. 
Along with this invaluable in- 
telligence are such unfarmlike 
recipes as. for lobster Newburg 
and oyster omelet a la Inter- 
national House of New Orleans. 

The little gems of philosophy 
scattered throughout the al- 
manac are drawn from thinkers 
so illustrious as Winston Church- 
ill, ‘St. Augustine, Theophrastus 
and Samuel Johnson. There are 
also homelier observationg, such 
as: “Getting a husband is like 
buying a used car, You don’t see 
it like it is—but like it’s going 
to be when you get it fixed up.” 
Or: “Don’t\worry about getting 
older; hs hte stop getting 
older, you’re dead.” The humor 
is more likely to evoke chuckles 
around the family stove than in 
a sophisticated setting. An ex~ 
ample: “Two ants were running 
at a great speed across a page 
ina magazine. ‘Why do we have 
to run so fast?’ panted the one 
behind. ‘Can't you read?’ asked 
the other, ‘It says tear along 
dotted line’” But no matter 
how tastes in“humor differ, city 
folk are missing one of life's 
more interesting experiences by 
being denied the almanac. From 
The New York Times.

Behind the League stands one 
of America’s most contradictory 
religious groups — a_ strange 
blend of fiercely ‘orthodox the- 
ology and enlightened social 
philosopliy. It is The Lutheran 
Church—Missouri Synod. 

Those who know of the Synod’s 
rigid adherence to doctrine find 
it hard to believe that one of its 
bodies, the Lutheran Hutnan 
Relations Association in Amer- 
ica, recently urged colleges to 
force fraternities and sororities 
to eliminate race and national- 
ity restrictions. 

The story of the Missouri 
Synod goes back to 1839, when 

the first Lutherans arrived from 
Germany and settled in Perry 
County, Missouri. Eight years 
later, 37 of their leaders, zealous 
for “The pure and uncorrupted 
explanation of the divine word,” 
met in Chicago and combined 
their 12 congregations and 22 
ministers in the Missouri Synod. 

Those early builders of the 
Synod had missionary ogy in 
full measure, but , even ey 
could not have foresten today’s 
6,000 churches and more than 
2,000,000 members; or that the 
Synod would become a leader 
aaa

um of communication. 
It was the 85,000 member Lu- 


theran Laymen’s League, com. 


posed largely of shrewd Mid- 
west businessmen and farmers, 
that helped the Synod become 
the second largest Lutheran 
body in the country. In 1930. 
perhaps the most important year 
of the’ Synod’s history, the Lea- 
gue started The Lutheran Hour 
over a 32-station network, “to 
bring Christ to a troubled 
world.” 

The Hour’s first speaker, Dr. 
Walter A. Maier, urged listeners 
to “cultivate a faith built on the 
sure promises of the Bible, not 
on hoarded wealth and guilt- 
edged investments.” Neverthe- 
less, it was lack of wealth and 
investments, “guilt-edged” or 


Otherwise, that almost starved | 


The Lutheran Hour in its cradle. 
Radio fimie was monstrously ex- 
pensive, and in 1931 the pro- 
gram went off the air. 


But the Lutherans had faith 
in the program and by 1935 they 
had raised enough money to get 
it back on the air. 

Almost immediately, it  be- 
came clear that they had been 
right in thinking the depression- 
ridden public was in the mood 
for a hard-hitting religious pro- 
gram. Four years later it went 
international, and today The 
Lutheran .- Hour is heard over 
1,250 stations, in 56 languages 
and in 65) countries. More than 
20,000,000 listen in each week, 
and the yearly letter count 
stands at well over half a mil- 
lion. 

Many of the listeners are be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. Recently, 
a speaker ventured the hope 
that listeners would say “Amen” 
to a declaration of faith in God. 
During the next few days, hun- 
dreds of postcards arrived from 
behind the Curtain. All were 
unsigned, naturally, and bore 
just one word: “Amen.” . 

Much of the program’s ‘suc- 
cess in its early years is attri- 
buted to Dr. Maier, a flamboy- 
ant man of God who apparently 
never really believed he could 
be heard on the air unless he 
shouted at the top of his lungs. 

.Nor was -hé one to spare the 
sinners. He never minced 
words. In the broadcasting 
booth he would strip to his un- 
dershirt for greater comfort, ‘car- 
ing not for dignity where the 
work of God was concerned. At 
his death jn 1950, even unbe- 
lievers Ww ad smarted under 
his words had come to respéci 
him’ asa devoted and selfless 
servant of Christ. 

To millions, Dr. Maier was 
The Lutheran Hour, With his 
passing, the program seemed to 
lose much of its impact, al- 
though the various guest speak- 
ers who followed were out- 
standing ministers. 

Then last September a new 
and vibrant voice was heard, 
and word spread that The Lu- 
theran Hour was back on the 
rails. The voice belonged to Dr. 
Oswald Hoffmann, an unusual 
combination of good-natured, 
relaxed extrovert, scholar and 
passionate man of the Lord. 

Dr. Hoffmann is more than 
six feet tall anid heavy-set but 
he moves swiftly and easily. 
His broad face and high fore- 
head are reminiscent of the late 
author,.Thomas Wolfe. Also like 
Wolfe, he possesses great phy- 
sical vigor which comes over 
the airwaves with dramatic ef. 
fect, Yet he manages to avoid 
histrionics, and he attracts the 
educated and sophisticated as 
well as the average listener. At 
42. Dr. Haffmann has a highly 
successful record as director of 
public relations for the Missouri 
Synod, a job he retains. 

The son of a Nebraska min- 
ister, Dr. Hoffmann holds de- 
grees in the arts and divinity, 
and was ordained in 1939. For 
seven years he taught Latin and

Greek, gradually becoming a 
key figure in Missouri Synod 
counsels. When The Lutheran 
Hour situation became crucial, 
Dr. Hoffmann got the call. 


Since his radio ministry be- 
gan, Dr. Hoffmann has had to 
spend. much of his time away 
from his wife Marcia and their 
four children, Peter, Paul, John, 
and Katherine Ann who was 
born three weeks before he took 
over the program. 


Dr. Hoffmann is fiercely de- 
termined that the Synod shall 
get the last penny of value from 
a radio program that costs 
$1,300,000 a year. And “value” 
Hoffmann lies in the 
Biblical injunction to “preach 
the Gospel to every creature.” 


About half the program’s bud- 
get goes for foreign broadcasts. 
For most, transcriptions are 
made in this country by multi. 
lingual ministers or United Na- 
tions translators. The results 
have been excellent. Japanese 
stations, for instance, draw 200,- 
000 letters yearly, and 90 per 
cent of the writers enroll in the 
Bible Correspondence Course 
offered during the program. 
Radio Goa Ffé€teives letters ‘in 
such Indi regional lafiguages 
as Gujarati, Kanarese, Marathi, 
Punjabi, Pushtu, Tamil, Telugu 
and Urdu. Radio Ceylon has re- 
ceived mail from Iceland, half 
@ world away. 


In the VU. S, The Lutheran 
Hour usually. originates from 
Station KFUO on the campus of 
Concordia Seminary in St. Louis. 
The Mutual network -and a 
number of independent stations 
carry it at varying hours every 
Sunday to every state of the 
Union. In Texas, 56 stations use 
the program; North Carolina is 
runner-up with 36. 

A substantial portion of the 
mail from listeners comes to the 
League's St. Louis office where 
75 full-time employees are kept 
busy handling it and other Lu- 
theran Hour business. Many of 
the letters seek personal advice; 
and these are either answered 
from the St. Louis office by 
clergymen with counselling ex- 
perience or the writer is refer- 
red to a Synod pastor in his 
area. 

The Missouri Synod has not 
neglected the possibilities of TV 
either. Four years ago, This Is 
The Life, the serialized story of 
the devoutly Lutheran Fisher 
Family, had its premiere. To- 


day it is seen weekly on more ’ 


than 250 stations. 


Critics have called This Is The 
Life a religious soap-opera. But 
10,000,000 people watch and love 
the Fishers as they manage to 
get involved, directly or indi- 
rectly, with an airplane crash, 
a fixed basketball game, a case 
of amnesia, an automobile acci- 
dent, and various other difficul- 
ties and disasters. 

Incidentally, for a_ strictly 
non-gambling group, the Synod 
overlooks no bets. One of its 
members, \Mrs. Carl Deitemeyer 
of Lincoln, Nebraska, was named 
“Mrs. America of 1956” Worried 
Lutherans were, of course, in- 
formed that-a bathing suit ‘ap- 
pearance was not involved in 
the Mrs. America competition. 

This Is The Life has one great 
advantage. over The Lutheran 
Hour-it gets free time as a 
TV “public service” program. 
The Lutheran Hour must pay, 
but to the Lutheran Church 
Missouri Synod, it's worth every 
cent it costs. It would more 
than justify its expense, they 
say, if it brought only one soul 
to Christ.—From “Coronet”

How Can I? 


Q. How should silverware be 
cleaned? 

A. Scouring silverware often 
scratches it. To clean it with- 


out scouring, use an old alumin>. 
“um pan. 


Put water, common 
salt, and baking soda in the 
pan. Use 1 teaspoon each of salt 
and baking soda for each quart 
of water, Place the pan over a 
flame and heat until the ‘tarnish 
disappears from the silver. Then 
wash in hot, soapy water. 

Q. How can 1 disinfect a 
room? 

A. Burn sulphur in it. Close 
the doors and windows and 
stop up the keyholes. About two 
pounds of sulphur is required 


for a room twelve by twenty - 


feet. 
a How can I make the garbage 
¢an last longer? 

A. It will last longer and be 
much easier to clean if a piece 
of pitch is placed in a new can 
and allowed to melt enough to 
cover the bottom of the can. 

Q. How ean I make a remedy 
for dandruff? 

A. By mixing one ounce of 
flour of sulphur, dissolved in 
one quart of soft water. Do not 
use until thoroughly mixed and 
settled. Apply at night. { 

Q. What kind of soap shou 
be used for dishwashing? 

A. Use a good white soap for 
dish washing. It not only bene. 
fits the hands, but is.good for 
the fine china and glassware. 

Q. How can I make a cherry 
stain? 

A. Mix 1 quart of boiled lin- 
seed oil, 3 gills of turpentine, 6 
tablespoonfuls of burnt sienna, 
and 4 tablespoonfuls of whiting. 

Q. How can I renew old silks? 

A. Place the silks in a tub of 
cold water for an hour. Dip 
them up and down frequently, 
but do not wring them. Hang 
them up to drip, and iron while 
they are still wet. 

Q. How can 1 
cakes? 

A. Do not move a cake in the 
oven until it has risen to its full 
height. Cakes require a “moder- 
ate” oven, The larger the cake, 
the “slower” the oven should be.

Was it a Curse, 
Or Coincidence ? 


For nearly seventy years the 
priestess with the .staring eyes 
has glared balefully from her 
glass case in the second Egyptian 
Room of the British Museum. 
Yet still visitors constantly pes- 
ter attendants with the ques- 
ion: “Which is the haunted 
mummy?” 

Even in 1956 the priestess of 
Amen-Ra—dead these 3,000 
years — has flowers placed at 
her feet by her devotees. And 
still there are superstitiouy wor- 
shippers who regularly visit the 
priestess and fall on their knees 
in prayer when they think no 
one is looking. 

Most people examine her — 
exhibit 22,542 — with ,cautious 
respect. For through the years 
its amazing curse story lingers. 

Lady Harlech, mother of a 
Cabinet minister, cheekily put 
out her tongue at the priestess. 
As she left the museum she fell 
down the steps, badly spraining 
her ankle, The incident, though 
trivial, is typical. A Blackpool 
carpenter, holidaying in London 
was dared by his sweetheart to 
challenge the figure. Within an 
hour they were both injured in 
@ road crash. 

Museum officials deplore. the 
lurid legends that have gather- 
ed around item 22,542. Yet the 
bizarre facts are stranger than 
fiction. 

In reality, there is no haunt- 
ed mummy, no mortal remains 
of an ancient priestess, The rich- 
ly painted, dark-eyed beauty 
that stares with such malignity 
across the museum gallery is 
only the inner lid of a mummy 
case. 

But perhaps the story began 
on an occasion in the eighties 
when a well-known London 
dandy named Douglas Murray 
called on Count Louis Hamon, 
who was then already becoming 
familiar to millions as “Cheiro,” 
the society palmist 

Cheiro gazed in dread al the 
hand that was extended to him. 
He could foresee a gunshot 
shattering it to’ pieces! 

“Your hand seems-to be call- 
ing to me to try and save it,” 
he told the visitor. “There is a 
lottery that brings you some- 
thing you do not want” 

And the famous seer paused, 
for his insight warned him that 
the lottery would lead to his 
client's .death. What was this 
fatal prize? As Cheiro studied 
Murray's hand, the vision of a 
carved Egyptian sarcophagus 
swam before him. 

“Have nothing to do with it,” 
the palimist begged. “It will 
bring misfortune!” 

Events came to pass precisely 
as he foretold. On the whim of 


_two friends, Murray went to 


Egypt. The brisk trade in relics 
was in those days the life of 
tourism, and one day Murray 
was offered the lid of a mummy 
ease for his inspection. 

He found himself gazing with 
aversion at the painted face of 
the priestess of Amen-Ra. But 
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despite his qualms his friends 
urged that it should be bought 
and suggested drawing lots for 
it. 

In three successive draws 

Murray drew the winning num- 
ber, Three days later, on a hunt- 
ing expedition, the gun he was 
carrying exploded in his right 
hand. ‘ 
His arm had to be amputated. 
On the voyage back to England 
both his companions died of 
septic pneumonia — the dlness 
that killed Lord Carnarvon of 
Tutatikemen fame—and vere 
buried at sea, 

With his worries Murray. had 
almost forgotten that he had 
shipped the case-lid home. But 
as he gazed at the dry wooden 
image again he recalled Cheiro’s 
dread warning. Within a week 
he suffered serious business 
losses and now was sure that 
the trail of disaster emanated 
from the priestess. 

A woman literary friend 
laughed at his fears and offered 
to take the lid home with her. 
And from that moment mishap 
after mishap dogged her. 

On the day that the mummy 
case entered her house, her 
mother fell and broke her thigh. 
Her engagement ‘vas broken off. 


‘Her: three prize dogs went mad 


and had to be destroyed. 


She did not believe that. an 
old piece of painted wood could 
cause these troubles. It was 
when Madame Biavatsky, the 
famous mystic, calle@ on her 
that the apparent truth had to 
be faced. 

“My dear,” said Madame 
Blavatsky, “your house is un- 
der an evil influence. There is 
something terrible here 


So the story goes Some peo- 
ple, on hearing such a tale, 
would be anxious to possess the 
object, either to prove or dis- 
prove its sinister reputation. 

This was the motive of he 
next purchaser who immediately 
made the lid the showpiece of 
her drawing room 

The next day everything 
breakable in the room — vases, 
ashtrays — was found shattered 
Hastily the Egyptian relic was 
moved to a room upstairs — 
with the same result . 

For a few days the house seem- 
ed to be spasmodically haunted 
by a poltergeist of the most des- 
tructive type. Pictures on the 
walls were smushed, lights were 
seen, Mysterious knocking 
heard. And an investigator. who 
photographed the mummy case- 
lid had a shock. The photograph 
was so evil and menacing that 
he immediately destroyed both 
the plate and the print. 

Unfortunately he gained more 
publicity from this than he 
would have done if he had al- 
lowed the picture to speak for 
itself 

Dougias Murray's -udden 
death, too, created 4 greater im- 
pression than it might have done 
but for the stories that had al- 


ready begun to spread. Was He, 
too, a victim of the deadly 
curse? 

The next owner of the case 
sold-it immediately she fell ill, 
but even before acquiring the 
case-lid she seems to have been 
a life-long invalid. 


So it passed into the hands of 
the Egyptologist, Mr. A, F. 
Wheeler, who presented the lid 
to the British Museum, explain- 
ing that it had come from 
Thebes. 

The curious episode might 
have ended there. But as an 
attendant was carrying the lid 


- to its destined resting place be- 


hind glass, he dropped it, crush- 
ing his foot, After this, nearly 
every illness or death on the 
Museum staff was attributed to 
the priestess of Amen-Ra, 

W. T. Stead the journalist, 
elevated the legend to new 
heights. The face on the case, 
he declared, was that of a liv- 
ing soul in torment, and he 
sought the authorities’ permis- 
sion to hold a seance in the 
Egyptian rooms to set her soul 
at rest.

A Lesson For All 


If there are any big league 
ball players who doubt the im- 
portance of condition it is re- 
commended that they consider 
the results of the recent Winter 
Olympic Games. 

Soviet Union athletes walked 
away with the unofficial team 
championship because, general- 
ly speaking, they had one obvi- 
ous edge on the rest of the world. 
They were in superb physical 
condition, 

That is not to say that there 


-were other skaters, skiers and 


ski jumpers in the Cortina 
events who were not at the peak 
of condition, or that the Soviets 
did not occasionally have an 
edge in technique. 

Raw condition alone could not 
have done it, 

But many times the difference 
between two standout athletes 
in any sort of contest testing 
skill and stamina is condition. 
The fraction of a second that 
separates first and second places 


can be that little extra effort one. 


athlete put into his training. 

The Soviet team that went to 
Cortina was probably the finest 
trained team in the history of 
the Olympics—perhaps the most 
hardened group of young men 
and women in the history of 
athletics. If that little extra was 
ever needed in a race, they 
knew they would have it, 

It hurts me to say this, be- 
cause some of my best friends 
are ball players. But there can 
be no doubt that the big leaguer, 
also generally speaking, is the 
poorest conditioned athlete in 
professional sports writes A) 
Rumill. 

The ball player is not a lazy 
fellow. Jf he is in the beginning, 
the rugged schedules of the 
American and National Leagues 
change him. But there is a tend- 
ency—partly because of the in- 
creasingly rugged schedules — 
for a boy to “save himself.” 
He figures that if he takes it 
easy today, he will Fave more 
left for tomorrow—or will add 
an extra season to his already 
recognized short major league 
career.

He never stops 
hustling. During the. off-season 
he takes long hikes. Consequent- 
ly, his legs dre always ready 
and he has been able to continue 
picking up big league pay checks 
after poorer conditioned players 
have finished their active careers. 

Billy Southworth used to say: 
“There can be reason for a ball 
player lacking experience or 
specialized skills, such as bat- 
ting or fielding. But there never 


- ean be an excuse for a poorly 


conditioned player. In’ my ex- 
perience in the majors I have 
seen many smartly conditioned 
players win jobs over players 
who seemed to have an edge in 
technical skills. Get in shape 
and stay there is the advice I 
give my players.” 

It was disappointing, and a 
bit surprising, to hear Ted Wil- 
liams say the other day that he 
has been just taking it easy 
since the end of the 1955 sea-° 
son. 

A man of his age, experience 
and magnitude in the baseball 
sun. should know how im- 
portant condition is, and how 
much easier it is to return to 
big league physical caliber 
when you have never let your- 
self stray too far from it. 

The Russians have taught the 
world. a tremendously  signifi- 
cant lesson, that should be 
heeded by every athlete, ama-

This decline is attributed to 
an increase in the spread be- 
tween farm prices and retail 
prices of food—what is called 
the marketing margin, which in- 
cludes all charges for processing 
and distributing farm products 
after they are sold by farmers.

These charges cover wage 
rates, reported to have increased 
almost 100 per cent above 1945, 
other costs — such as freight

What the Auto has 
Meant to Canada 


“There was only one small 
cloud on the horizon, a cloud 
caused by the appearance on 
Ontario’s dusty roads of a 
strange contraption called the 
automobile.” With these words, 
a grand old’ man of Canada’s 
automobile industry, R. S. Mc- 
Laughlin of Oshawa, now in his 
85th year, recalled recently the 
birth of the horseless carriage 
at the turn of the century. 


By 1905 when McLaughlin 
was gearing up the family car- 
riage company to produce the 
new ,“contraption” there were 
only 565 cars in Canada and 
motoring was considered an ad- 
venturous, sporty thing. In the 
U.S., the Ford and Cadillac com- 
panies were not five years old 
and carriage-maker William Du- 
rant had 750 Buicks scheduled 
for production that year. R. E. 
Olds’ one-cylinder Oldsmobile 
was commanding attention on 
the .dirt and gravel highways. 
In England, @herles S. Rolls 
and Sir Henry Royce were 
about to bring out their first 
Rolls-Royce, the “Silver Ghost.” 

Today the small cloud on the 
horse-and-buggy horizon has be- 
come an immense industry and 
the strange contraption on the 
dusty roads has shaped itself 
into more than two and a half 
million gars driven by. Canadi- 
ans on asphalt roads and high- 
ways. With them are one mil- 
lion trucks, buses, motorcycles 
and tractors. Only 50 years af- 
ter the car makers swung into 
production, one Canadian in six 
has an auto, and Canadians 
spend more each year — two 
and one-half billion dollars — 
to buy and operate their cars 
than the country spends on na- 
tional defence. 

The immediate effect of the 
Motor Age in Canada was to 
link communities with each 
other, bringing the country to 
city dwellers and the city to 
the country; to link provinces 
and regions by east-west travel 
and to make all the United 
States a near-neighbor. Back 
in 1900 not one out of 100 urban 
people had a horse and buggy 
and families travelled by rail 
only on rare occasions. In 1956 
they use an automobile to get 
to work, shop, visit, go to a 
show, take a holiday or just to 
get out of the house and “motor” 
about. A continent has. been laid 
at the feet — or wheels— of 
Canadians. 

In the post-war world, the 
automobile has accelerated this 
revolution in the Canadian way 
of life as half a million people 
found themselves -mobile en- 
ough to move out to the sub- 
urbs from congested city areas. 
William A. Wecker, president of 
General Motors, calls it an “ex- 
plosion” in our cities, Out of the 
explosion’s smoke has come 4 
greener, more expansive life in 
suburbia with its big shopping 


centres, playgrounds, gardens 
and varied community activi- 
ties. In- the process, the ma- 


chine that made it possible has 
emerged from the luxury class 
to become a necessity. 

At the same time the auto- 
motive industry has loomed 
larger and larger in our econ- 
omy. Sales of vehicles account 
for one-fifth of all retail busi- 
ness done in Canada. From one 
wagon-works turning out a car 
every three days 50 years ago, 
there are now 20 manufacturing 
plants turning- out some 1,200 
vehicles a day — close to half 


a million a year. The motor ve- 
hicle industry is Canada’s second 
largest, topped only by pulp and 
paper. 

Like a new world in whirling 
motion, the auto industry has 
had a magnetic effect on our 


economy, attracting a ring of. 


satellites around it: finance 
companies which in 1953 loaned 
$725,545,000 to help Canadians 
buy 640,512 new and used ve- 
hicles; and: some 180° Canadian 
factories and shops, located in 
eight mainland provinces, which 
manufacture the 12,000 to 20,- 
000 parts that go into autos and 


trucks. They absorb $308 million-<. 
of the $588 million spent in 1953 
by auto manufacturers for ma--~ 


terials. 

Other primary and secondary 
industries in Canada find the 
auto makers their biggest cus- 
tomers. Producers of petroleum, 
steel, glass, nickel, lead, trubber 
and textiles benefit directly. 
Textile plants sell as much cot- 
ton cloth for car upholstery as 
they do for men’s shirts. About 
half rubber industry’s out- 
put goes ‘Inte.automobile tires 
and tubes. In 1934 Canadians 
consumed nearly two and one- 
half billion gallons of gasoline 
—enough to send every Canadi- 
an man, woman and child on an 
individual 3,000-mile auto trip. 


As an employer, the automo- 
bile industry grew from small 
machine shops with a few hand 
workers to plants with thou- 
sands working on mile-long as- 
sembly lines and in offices, It 
pays more than $130 million a 
year to the 33,000 Canadians in 
auto manufacturing plan An- 
other 16,000 working in parts 
manufacturing plants in 400 
communities earn some $81 
million a year. 

It is difficult to say precisely 
how many Canadians have found 
full and part-time jobs as a re- 
sult of the invention of the auto, 
but an estimate would be half 


a million — one in 12 of Can- 
ada’s. labor force — ‘depend 
directly on the auto industry 


for their livelihood. In addition 
to auto plant workers there 
are the wholesalers and retail- 
ers of cars and trucks, of tires, 
tubes and other equipment, of 
gasoline, oil and grease. There 
are those that paint and repair 
autos; bus drivers, truck driv 
ers, taxi drivers and chauffeurs; 
motel and drive-in theatre em- 
ployees, and those who park, 
store, wash and polish cars. On 
the fringe are those who build 
highways, bridges and 
the men who keep them in con- 
dition and those who sell the 
material to build and repair 
highways. There are the high- 
way officials and their staffs at 
the Civic, provincial and nation- 
al levels ~— some 5,500 in On- 
tario alone. 

Putting trucks on the road 
and keeping them there is a 
thajor industry within the auto- 
motive industry. Early in 1954 
there were 825,476 commercial 
trucks in Canada worth bil- 
lion and a half dollars. Some 
150,000 Canadians listed them- 
selves as truck drivers. Big 
highway trucks, rolling across 
the provinces like freight cars, 
were transporting «one-fifth of 
the tonnage carried by rail- 
ways. Fleets of smaller vehicles 
carried everything from cattle 
to corn flakes. 

More than half the products 
of Canadian farms go to market 
in trucks, They deliver 90 per-

are losing interest in the Insti- 
tute. Old members are dropping 
out and it is impossible to at- 
tract new ones,” Then Miss 
Chapman adds this: “Is it pos- 
sible that we are getting into so 
much big business that we are 
neglecting the warm, vital, per- 
sonal interests that caught the 
imagination of women 58 years 
ago?” The editorial ends with 
this question: “In brief, could 
we make this a summer fallow 
year?” But there are sugges- 
tions for combining- fund-raising

W.I. members, I am sure you 
will agree there is food for 
thought in that editorial. Is our 
organization becoming just an- 
other example of “big business”? 

{f you are a senior member 
of the W:l. think back for a 
minute to 1947 wheh the Wo- 
men's Institutes of Canada 
staged at Guelph that stirring 
and heart - warming pageant 
“Let There Be Light”.

Wouldn’t any branch of the 
W.l. be more likely to attract 
new members if less emphasis 
were given to raising money and 
more to helping newcomers and 
young mothers to meet together 
in an informal and friendly 
way, discussing and listening to 
addresses, or taking part in 
moderate fund-raising projects 
that could be at one and the 
same time, edticational and en- 
tertaining. 

“Let There Be Light”. Yes, 
but of what good is the light if 
at be clouded by a fog of too 


much business and too many 
financial ventures. 


How does your branch rate in 
this matter? With the rural 
population up and the overall 
membership of the W.I. down, 
isn't it time we gave the matter 
serious consideration? 

The W.l. is-much like an 
Orange. The sections are the 
branches; the outer covering the 
Federated W.I. And you know 
how it is... the peel of an 
orange may be good and sound, 
but if the sections are dry and 
pithy then the orange loses its 
flavour.

How Sun Ray’s 


Weaken Fabrics 


While many textile fibres have 
acquired a reputation as being 
“tough” none has proved quite 
tough enough to stand up to the 
sun for too long a time without 
weakening, says the Canadian 
Research Institute of Launder- 
ers and Cl 

That’s the reason for sunlight 
damage to such items as cur- 
tains. Exposed more or less con- 
tinuously to the sun both win- 
ter and summer, curtains be- 
come gradually weaker until 
they reach the stage where they 
are ready to literally fal) apart 
after a laundering, 

To demonstrate the effect of 
the sun’s says, twelve test cur- 
tains were exposed to sunlight 
over a nine month period. At 
the end of that time, research- 
ers found that every curtain was 
weaker and had also lost colour. 

Since curtains are usually 
protected at the top by shades, 
the bottom portion will be affect- 
ed more quickly than the top, 
Many housewives find that they 
get lomger life for. their 
curtains by using an equal size 
hem at top and bottom, Then 
they can simply turn the cur- 
tains upside down after each 
laundering. 

Opinion is divided on whether 
curtains hang better when starch 
has been added. Probably some 
do-and some don't. If starch is 
preferred, this should be speci- 
fically requested when curtains 
are sent to be laundered.

But it is also true that de- 
spite popular misconception, the 
majority of victims not only 
@urvive attacks but are actually 
able to live normal, useful lives 
thereafter, writes Lester David 
fin CORONET. 

Dr. Irving S. Wright, a former 
president of the American Heart 
Association and one of the na- 
tlon’s foremost authorities on 
heart and blood-vesse)] diseases, 
amerts: “In a very large pro-

training with about 1,000 _ 
Wally-paralyzed persons, an 

t reported that fully 92 
per cent were discharged from 
within six to eight weeks. All

meet the n of daily living 


and at least 40% of them were 


‘capable of returning to some 


form of work. 


Here are eight of the most. | 


frequently asked questions 
about strokes, and the answers: 
1. What, actually, is a stroke? 


Thére are two main types, 
and edch is literally an accident 
occurring within the brain. 

One form is cerebral hemor- 
rhage, in which an artery rup- 
tures, suddenly spills blood into 
the brain and deprives vital 
areas of their normal blood sup- 
ply. 

The second form is cerebral 
thrombosis, or the blocking of 
an artery by a clot which also 
cuts off the necessary blood 
eupply to brain cells. 

Brain tissues cannot live more 
than a few minuteg without the 
oxygen-supplied by blood. Un- 
like skin, they have no power 


to grow back. Thus the impor- ~; 


tant centers, — those ~ master 
switchboards which contro] all 
senses and bodily functions, 
break. down from the abrupt 
stoppage. 
When 


large quantities of 


‘blood are forced into the sub- 


stance of the brain, as in the 
case of a massive hemorrhage, 
the delicate cells and fibres are 
destroyed and death can come 
within days or even hours. In 
other cases, paralysis can oc- 
cur in varying degrees of severi- 
ty to facial, arm and leg muscles. 

2. Why does stroke cause 
paralysis? 

‘There is a definite parallel be- 
tween a strdke victim and a 
city devastated by flood. When 
rampaging waters overrun an 
area, they sever communications 
lines — bridges collapse, tele- 
graph and telephone wires are 
swept away, roads become im- 
passable. 

So, too, with the human body 
when an artery breaks down or 
dammed - up blood pours 
through the walls of a vessel. 
Communication lines — in this 
case the nerve pathways — 
leading from the brain are 
flooded and perhaps destroyed 


. completely by blood which has 


suddenly been diverted from 
its normal . course. 

The severity and location of 
the paralysis depend on how 


much of the brain has been in- 
jured, and where. If the left

sideof the brain is damaged, 
the muscles on the right side of 
the bodys will be affected, and 
vice versa. This is because the 
nerve pathways cross over in 
their passage through the brain. 

3. What are the immediate 
warning signs of a stroke? 

Many victims experience 
headache, dizziness, ringing in 
the ears, numbness of the limbs 
and nausea for several days or 
just a few minutes before the 
attack. 

4. How can you recognize a 
stroke victim? 

If it is a cerebral hemorrhage, 
the individual will lose con- 
sciousness suddenly, in most 
cases complaining of a violent 
headache before collapsing. The 
face may become waxy-white, 
but more generally it is flushed. 
Breathing is labored— the lips 
are blown out and the cheeks 


’ flap with each expiration of 


air. 

In most cases there is definite 
evidence of paralysis. For ex- 
ample, the pupils of one eye 
may be more contracted than 
the other and the face may be 
lopsided. In addition, the limbs 
may be more rigid or loose on 
one side. 


An attack of.cerebral throm- — 


bosis is less dramati¢. The in- 
dividual often wakes to find ati 
arm, leg or even an entire side 
useless, or there may be an un- 
explained difficulty in speaking. 
It is possible that the patient 
will gradually lapse into a co- 
ma. . 

5. What first aid measures 
should you take for a stroke 
victim? 

Summon a doctor, of course; 
and gently — very. gently — turn 
the patient on his back and 
raise his head and shoulders on 
pillows or a fol@ed coat, Loosen 
the clothing about his neck and 
chest. 

Don’t try to rouse the patient. 
Don't carry him upstairs and 
put him to bed. Any but the 
slightest movements may in- 
crease the escape of blood com- 
ing from the ruptured vessel. 

6. Are strokes always major, 
dramatic attacks? 

No. There are ‘little strokes,”

brain, when victims are una- 
ware anything has happened. 
Sometimes a little stroke causes 
slight but confusing changes in 
character: A person with a fine 
memory finds himself forgetting 
things; an orderly individual 
loses interest in neatness; a 
friendly one turns quarrelsome. 

Little strokes, points out Dr. 
Wright, do not necessarily pro- 
duce serious consequences, but 
they should be regarded as 
danger signals calling for at- 
tention by a doctor. He may 
be able to suggest treatment 
which will reduce the possibility 
of a major cerebral accident 
later on, 

7. What causes strokes? 

The chief culprits are high 
blood pressure, hardening of the 
arteries, or both. If the water 
pipes of your house are old and 
corroded, even the normal 
pressure of the water might 
cause them to burst. If the pipes 
are old and the water comes 
charging through at a particu- 
larly high pressure, the pipes 
will probably burst sooner. 

8..Can anything be done te 
prevent a stroke? 

Yes, and the rules apply es- 
pecially to persons past middle 
age. Although strokes are not 
uncommon before 45, the large 
ssejority of victims are in the 
older ag ups. The primary 
injunction is to heem the blood 
pressure from soaring. 

If it is too high: avoid excite- 
ment, stay home nights instead 
of going to parties, keep weight 
down, get eight hours or more 
sleep nightly and take time for 
a rest period every day. 

If it is normal but you are 
middle-aged or older, are over- 
weight or have a family history 
of high blood pressure: have a 
regular medical checkup. A 
great deal can be done to avoid 
complications before they have 
a chance to develop. 

Strokes come without warn- 
ing, but the conditions that 
bring them about have been 
telegraphed to you long before. 
Dop't miss the message.
